In Dail Eireann yesterday the Live Stock 
Breeding Bill received a second reading. 

The Minister for Agriculture and Lands 
estimates that, as tle result of the opera- 
tion of the bill,.it will be possible to 
increase the value of the country’s beef 
and milk products by £8,000,000 a year. 

The object of the bill is to make pro- 
vision for the regulation and improvement 
of bulls and other live-stock used for 
breeding. Its provisions deal entirely 
with bulls, but it contains a section 
authorising the Minister for Agriculture 
to apply it to boars and rams. 

Briefly, the measure enacts that from 
a day to be appointed it shall not be 
lawful for a person to keep a bull without 
a licence or permit from the Minister. 
The penaity for infringement of the pro- 
vision is £20 as the maximum. There is 
a licence fee not to exceed five shillings. 

The Minister may order the castration 
or the slaughter of a bull which, in his 
opinion, is not suitable for breeding 
purposes. The Minister may refuse to 
grant a licence to keep a bull which 
appears to him (1) calculated to beget 
inferior progeny, (2) to be of a breed or 
type unsuitable to the district, (3) to have 
been inadequately prolific, (4) to be 
affected by disease. 

An owner is empowered to have a bull 
rejected by the Minister examined by one 
of a panel of referees to be set up for the

LIVE STOCK BILL. 
MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 

The House then took up the second stage of 
the Live Stock Breeding Bil!, 1924. 

Mr. P. J. Hogan (Minister for Lands and 
Agriculture) said that the principle of the bill 
was approved by the Agricultural Commission, 
by all the county committees of agriculture, 
and, he thought, by every association of 
farmers and breeders throughout the country. 
He, therefore, hoped that the Dail would give 
it a second rear ng. 

He was confident that the operation of the 
scheme outlinea in the bill would mean an 
improvement in both the quality and quantity 
of their beef and milk products. Their live 
stock, and particularly trade in cattle, was at 
present, and was likely to remain for a very 
long time, the most valuable item in the pro- 
duction of the Free State. In addition to 
about 200,000 cattle utilised at home, and 
valued for about £4,000.000, they exported 
every year over 700,000 stores and fats, valued at 
about £15,000,000. 

If by improving the quality of those cattle 
they increased their value by even £1 per 
head, it would mean an increased income to 
the country on that alone of about £1,000,000 
per annum. 

He had little doubt that within, say. five or 
six years they might improve the quality, and 
thereby increase the value of their cattle by 
a figure which would be nearer to £5 per 
head, or an .aggregate of £3,000,000 per 
annum; but he wished to confine himself to 
| estimates which even the pessimistic farmer— 
and fatmers never could afford to be too 
optimistic—coald agree with, and hence he 
was formulating as a modest ambition an im- 
mediate improvement in quality, which would 
mean an increase in value of about £1 per 
head, or about £1.000,000 per annum. 


BUTTER. 


The Free State also exported every year 
about £7,000,000 worth of butter from over 
1} million milch cows, with an average milk 
vield of somewhat less than 400 gallons per 
cow per lactation period. It ought to be 
possible, by reasonable care and within a 
reasonable time, to increase the average 
annual milk yield by at least 200 gallons per 
annum, even after making due allowance for 
heifers and strippers. That increase would 
represent, at 7d. per gallon for milk, an in- 
crease in the production of the Free State on 
that head alone of £7,000,000 per annum— 
that was to say, an inctease equal to the value 
of their total exports of butter for last year. 

“*Assume,”’ said the Minister, ‘that half 
this increased milk supply was. utilised at 
home, with the consequent improvement in 
standard of living, in our bacon production and 
in our calves at home, and astume that the other 
half went to swell our exports of butter, and 
there is an increase of per cent. in the 
value of our butter éxporte, and this without 
taking into account the additional gain which 
must come as a result of greater efficiency in 
the technique of butter-making, which it is 
the aim of the Dairy Bill to bring about.’’ 

He was satisfied that increase in the output 
of milk products could be attained without 
sacrificing in any way the beef-producing 
qualities of their cows. On the contrary, he 
believed that they could attain, and readily 
attain, the improvement in the quality of 
their beef which he had referred to side bv 
side with the improvement in the milk yield 
of their cows. Moreover, as well aa in- 
telligent breeding, there should be more care- 
ful and more economical feeding. Combine 
these and it was. he was satisfied, strictly 
accurate to say that the increase which he 
had referred to would represent an almost net 
profit to the country, and in particular to the 
farmer,

WELCOMED BY FARMERS. 


Mr. Gorey, leader of the Farmers’ Party, 
welcomed the bill as a measure that the 
Farmers’ Organisation had been asking for for 
years. It might not be a perfect bill, but ite 
defects could be discovered only by actual 
operation. The cattle industry of the country 
was suffering by the fact that the best of the 
stores were being shipped and only the worst 
kept for three to three and a half years to be 
finished. The inferiority of so many of their 
cattle could be traced back te indiscriminate 
breeding from bad bulls ‘and bad cows, and 
while that was allowed to continue they would 
have a bad return. What the country wanted 
was to get as near as possible to the t type 
of dairy cow, consistent with flesh-forming 
qualities. | 

He did not think that the country had any- 
thing to fear from the bill, or that anything 
harsh or unreasonable, or unfair would be 
done by the Minister. Anyone showing a 
reasonable case would have no difficulty in 
getting a pases to keep a bull. The neces- 
sity for t measure was urgent. A few 
weeks ago he saw in a Scottish market a well- 
bred Irish store, aged a year and ten months, 
sold for £32 10s., and in the same market a 
big, coarse Irish animal three and a half years 
old sold íor only £3 10s. more. That showed the 
necessity for levelling up the whole of their 
cattle. — 

Major Bryan Cooper said that he welcomed 
the bill as a necessary measure. Although 
the bill was necessary, they should not shut 
their eyes to the fact that it conferred tre- 
mendous powers on the Minister. That being 
so, it was the duty of Deputies to examine 
those powers, and let the public know clearly 
what the Minister would be able to do if the 
bill became law. 

The Minister did not say what was the 
estimate of the cost of administering the bill. 
Bulls to the number of 35,000 would have to 
be inspected. He did not say that the cost 
would be excessive as an investment, but they 
should have an idea of what it was going 
to be. There were two serious omissions in 
the bill. The first was the absence of the 
definition of a bull. He had gone through the 
bill and had found that only two animals 
were defined in it—the Minister and the In- 
spector. (Laughter.) If the Minister knew at 
what age a calf was to be classed as a bull 
it should be set out in the bill. 


LICENCES, 


The Minister took the power to refuse a 
licence if he were of the opinion that the bull 
was of a breed or type unsuitable to a 
ticular district. That provision might inhict 
very serious injury, particularly on the 
owners of pedigree stock, whose market 
would be curtailed. There should be some 
effective appeal from the decision of the 
Minister as to the suitability of the breed.

It 
would not be possible for the State or for local 

thorities to provide for the persons men- 
tioned by Mr. Byrne at present prices. 
Efforte should be made to relieve congestion 
in the slums, if nothing else could be one. 

The matter of the high price of sites was 
one that the Corporation had power to deal 
with. The Corporation could serve notice 
and acquire the sites compulsorily at reason- 
able prices, and they could jet them to 
individuals. 

He suggested that the whole problem 
should e discussed by a d 
table conference of employers 
ploy és. Kven if all operatives 
were to work at their beat for 
the next twenty years they could not build 
the 70,000 houses that were required. There 
certainly was & field for exploration bet ween 
the employers and the employés, and the 
sooner they got to business the better. The 
actual cost of building must be minimised in 
every ible way. The fact that 1.500 
houses had been started under the Act showed 
that it was something of a success. 

The amount mentioned in the Act was only 
£300,000, and that was not all expended. It 
was time to complain of lack of money when & 
sufficient number of applications had been 
received to absorb the whole amount. He 
believed that the Minister for Finance would 
provide more money when it became neces- 


sary. 
MORE HELP AND LESS 
CRITICISM. 


The really big question was the provision of 
a large number of houses in urban areas. The 
directors of banks said that they were in the 
position of trustees for the depositors, and 
were not entitled to lend money for longer 
than fifteen years. The only other remark he 
would make was that this subject needed 
more help and less criticism. There were ao 
many people who had solutions for the housing 
problem, but so few who could translate their 
good wishes and good ideas into bricks and 
mortar. 

During the last fifty years every man that 
built houses in Dublin wae a public bene- 
factor; and there was such a benefactor in the 
City of Dublin at nt in the Rev. D. H. 
Hall. If they had more work like that and 
less talk it would be better. 

Mr. John Geod said that co-operation 
between the various bodies who uced 
houses was necessary in order to find a solu- 
tion of the problem. It was alleged that 
pervete enterprise had been given an oppor- 
unity and had not taken advantage of it. He 
was satisfied that private enterprise was one 
of the roads to a solution of the problem, 
Housing in the past was an attractive invest- 
ment, but now it was not. 

House building to-day was too expensive, 
and it could not stand at that figure. 
Modern legislation tended to make houses 
an unattractive investment. Most of 
the houses being built at present were 
being built for people who had ordered them 
and who were going Go live in them. They 
oy to devote more attention to that side 


of uestion. 
Mr. Burke said that he agreed, in the main, 
with Deputy Good. Until they had private 
properly established they would not 
be able to get housing on a proper basis.

PUBLIC HOLIDAYS. 


Mr. ag ies moved the second reading of 
the Public Holidays Bill, 1924. He said that 
it was generally a matter of administration. 

Mr. Johnson asked the Minister to insert in 
the bill a clause to ensure that workmen 
should ig for a statutory holiday. 

Mr. Good, Major Bryan Cooper and Mr. 
Hewat expressed the opinion that @ longer 
notice of a public holiday than we day was 
necessary. 

The Minister for Justice said that the bill 
would be amended to provide for adequate 
notice of State holidays being given. 

The bill was read a second time. 

The Seed Supply Bill was read a second 
time. The measure validates measures adopted 
last year by the Local Government Depart- 
ment and local authorities to supply seed 

tatoes and corn in the poorer districts. 

e Minister for Local Government stated 
that a similar Act was passed in 1008. 

Mr. Johnson expressed the opinion that 
when such measures are found necessary in 
the future the Minister should first come to 
the Dail. 

The Minister replied that he agréed with

NORTHERN MILK SUPPLY. 

In the annual report of the Ulster Agricul- 
tural Organisation Society, which has just 
been issued, it is stated that general trade 
continues and that prices re 
ceived by farmers during the past year for all 
classes of agricultural produce were in some 
than in pre-war years. It was a 
matter for regret that the farmers in Northern 
lreland had been relegated to a position in- 
lerior to that enjoyed by the farmers of other 
countries with whom they had to cempete in 
the british market; and the Society put it to 
the Government that it could not afford to 
withhold from the Northern farmers the 
assistance which they needed in developing 
the agricultural co-operative movement in the 
six counties 

During the year there had been a substan- 
tial decrease in .the milk supply. Lately, 
however, the Mimstry of Agriculture had 
made available a substantial sum of money 
for the purpose of forming cow-testing asso- 
ciations, and it was hoped that in another 
year or two every co-operative creamery would 
have one or more of those associations operat 
““ This determined effort to 
get the milk production of our cattle im- 
creased,’’ the report adds, ‘‘ is long overdue, 
as the average annual produce of our cows, 
when compared with that of other countries, 
is deplorable.’

SECURING THE EXPORT EGG 
TRADE.

Steps are now being taken by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to bring into operation 
the Agricultural Produce (Eggs) Act, 1924. 
Under this Act all persons carryifig on an 
export trade in eggs from the Saorstat are 
required to register their premises. Its main 
object is to standardise the methods of test- 
ing, grading, and packing eggs for export, 
and so secure that such eggs shall realise their 
full market value when offered for sale in com- 
petition with similar produce from other coun- 
tries. The co-operation of the trade in mak- 
ing the Act successful is confidently expected. 
Meanwhile applications are being invited for 
the position of junior marketing inspectors, 


SHOULD DENMARK 
DISCOURAGE US? 


WHERE IRISH FARMERS FAIL. 


- 


With many excellent qualities to his ac- 
count, the Irish farmer is not without his fail- 
ings. The quality we are about to mention, 
however, is one with which it would be an 
injustice to accuse our farmers as farmers. 
It is a limitation in our psychology as a 
people, and the farmer, who possesses his 
share of it, is not necessarily more prone to it 
than the soldier or the tradesman. We are 
too easily discouraged. Being buoyant, we 
throw off our discouragement more quickly 
than less discourageable peoples, but, in the 
ebb and flow of a changing temperament, 
we lose something of the tenacity and per- 
sistence of more phlegmatic peoples. his 
fact, once recognised, is too often allowed to 
damp us, and the moral pointed by Dutch- 
men, Danes, or other of our  Con- 
tinental competitors, is often met by the 
retort, made—and by Irishmen themselves— 
“Oh, the Irish will never work so efficiently 
as that!” Now, under equal conditions, the 
Irishman is just as competent as the Dane or 
the Dutchman, and if the conditions are not 
equal, we must ascertain why and see 
whether they cannot be altered. It is certain; 
indeed, that the results as between Ireland 
and Denmark, are not equal. IJfbutter Den- 
mark beats us in price, and—though we do 
not believe this is at all so certain as it 
seems—-the inference that Denmark beats us 
in quality also is natural. As we pointed out 
in the last Farming Review, Denmark has 
gone ahead very rapidly in the last few years 
in the bacon industry, and, although there 
can be no reasonable doubt of the superiority 
of our product, we are not retaining the lead 
we had a few years back. With these and 
other results, which are at least superficially 
discouraging, to be faced, can we wonder that 
some of our farmers think it is useless to con- 
tend against the honourable and efficient 
rivalry of Denmark. and argue that we had 
better content ourselves with a more modest 
effort ? 


Conditions Analysed, 


Before reaching so pessimistic a conclusion, 
however, let us again analyse the conditions 


i which obtain in Denmark and see how far 


they are in themselves discouraging to us. 
Like us, small farmers in a small country, the 
Danes have no insuperable natural advantages 
to which we cannot attain or even surpass. 
Their successes are attributed by universal 
consent to three main factors, all cultural: the 
Danish Folk’s High School, the co-operative 
movement, an advanced stage of technical 
efficiency in the purely technical work of the 
farmer, and, even more, in the farming in- 
dustry considered as a business. Perhaps two 
minor factors should be added: a more inten: 
sive cultivation than ours (though this is not 
universal) and the lead which is incident to 
having started early. Now, with the excep- 
tion—which, we allow, is important—of the 
High School, the differences between Ireland 
and Denmark are differences of degree. The 
lack of the High School system must be made 
good, and we welcome the movement to re- 
pair this defect. At the best, however, we 
have to ask ourselves must we remain dis- 
couraged and half-hearted in our efforts to 
speed up in those aspects of our farming 
enterprise in ‘which, thongh the differences 
between Danish farmers and Irish are but re- 
lative, they are important. We are convinced 
that the answer to that question is favour- 
able to the future of this country. 


No Need for Pessimism. 


Take, for instance, the products we have re- 
ferred to, butter and bacon. There is nothing 
in Danish technical methods in regard to 
either product which we cannot, if we desire, 
adopt in this country. It is arguable that, 
Denmark having succeeded during the war 
years in capturing so large a proportion of 
export trade by the substitution of brine 
curing for the older methods, with 
a consequent ability to cure cheaply 
and to undersell,* we should do the 
same. Well, if we want to do so we can. 
And it may be, though we will not dogmatise 
upon a disputable matter, that we would be 
well advised to adopt this treatment, not in 
substitution for our existing methods, but as 
an additional alternative. The fact is that 
we can and do produce a bacon which epi- 
curean taste prefers, and although a fickle 
public in Britain has developed (we will not 
say “‘cultivated,’’ and the limits of speech 
will not allow us to say “ uncultivated °’!) a 
taste for brine-cure, it is questionable whether 
in the end our own commodity will not retain 
topmost place. The point is that we can 
cither copy Denmark in a cheaper (and, we 
think, less comméndable) bacon: or forbear to 
do so and cater more intensively for the 
highest trade. Probably we shall do 
both, We have, or 
will, the,, right technique for 
In regard to butter, all that need be said 
is this: We must abandon any attempt to 
hold the market with inferior produce. We 
must export the best creamery butter. We 
must, and we can. If improved bacteriological 
or other methods of an infericrity-exclnding 
technique are required, we can find them, 
almost at call. The Ministry of Agriculture 
are, we are convinced, alive to this. 


Co-operative Effort. 


Nor need we be discouraged that our co- 
operative effort has not been more effective. 
A few figures, rather for illustration than for 
argument, may not be uninteresting on this 
point. The trade turnover of the agricultural 
co-operative movement for 1913 is shown in 
the last published report of the I.A.0.8. as— 
in round numbers—£354 millions sterling ; that 
for 1922 was just under 9 millions sterling, 
and it is anticipated that 1923 wil! show bigger 
results when al] the figures have been collected 
and collated. The butter sales in the Irish 
movement for 1922 were over £4,600,00; 
those for Great Britain only a little more 
than half of this. Allowing for the change 
in the cost of living figures, the total turn- 
over of the Irish movement

work begun a generation ago, and which, 
since the last ten years could not destroy nor 
irretrieveably damage it, we may regard as a 
permanent element in our national economy. 


How to Advance. 


We do not wish, however, in our effort 
to discourage discouragement, to deny that 
Ireland has still a good distance to go before 
she is abreast of Denmark. ‘The time ele- 
ment remains as an_undisputed factor in 
favour of the Danes. But to those who ques- 
tion whether we are not “‘ starting too late,” 
there are two answers. In the first place, 
we have already started, as has been said, a 
generation ago, and the ground covered in 
that time, if less extensive than Denmark’s 
in a similar period, has been considerable— 
perhaps, if differences in historical and poh- 
tical conditions are allowed for, as consider- 
able as was hers in the first generation that 
followed the propaganda of the good Bishop 
Grundtweig. But—and_ this is the second 
answer—we are, in a sense, starting again 
in. the race now. We' have surmounted some 
difficult obstacles. We have got our 
second wind. A pacemaker in the form 
of a zealous and informed Ministry of Agri- 
culture is trying to speed us up. Why 
should we fail? Ireland does not lack either 
energy or intelligence. With the second of 
these directed upon our old shortcomings, 
and the first canalised away from destructive 
and into constructive channels, where a 
growing sanity demands its employment, 
nothing need stand between us and success 
if we can cure these not ineradicable defeets 
of temperment, of which discouragement 1s 
one of the most serious from which we have 
suffered in the past. We realise, indeed, 
that, until the largest occupation in the 
island, agriculture, succeeds in imapesenies 
upon all other occupations, North and South, 
the necessity for a united effort at construce- 
tion; we shall never reach our maximum 
possibilities. But we realise, too, that there 
is no inherent reason, no inhibition of nature 
or fate, to prevent this country becoming as 
great an economic and thereby as great a 
national entity in Europe as Degmark is to- 
day. N

BOTTLED MILK IN DUBLIN. 


Amongst recent dairying developments that 
made by Messrs. Hughes Bros., Hazelbrook, 
Rathfarnham, Co. Dublin, is worthy of note. 
At a cost of close on £4,000 they have erected 
buildings and installed a plant of modern 
Danish machinery, which is capable of deal- 
ing with a thousand gallons of milk for de- 
livery daily. The milk is now supplied by 
a herd of 170 well-bred dairy Shorthorns, 
but great hopes are being placed in the pro- 


here about a year ago. When housed in 
winter the cows are milked by means of a 
Sharples machine, supplied by Spaights of 
Limerick. At other seasons the cows are 
milked in the fields. 

The large churns containing the milk 
brought into the dairy and emptied into an 
overhead receiving tank. From this the milk 
passes into a vessel that heats it slightly. 
Then it flows to a cleanser on the right; froin 
that into the  pasteuriser, 
raised to a high temperature; and then into 


room—where it slowly cools off. 
From this it flows to the refrigerator be- 
low, and thence into the bottling machine. 


machine, which fills them without waste, and 
then hermetically seals them with a card- 
board cap. 

In this way the milk is protected from any 
form of contamination, and has its keeping 
qualities enormously increased. 
one of the bottles, which had been standing 
some time, the writer found that one-third 
of it was cream. This may be taken as an in- 
dication of its quality. 

The bottles are carried in wire crates to 
customers, the empties being returned to the 
dairy, where they are cleaned by hot water 
and steam. So far the proportion of break- 
ages has been small. For those who require 
to keep milk for any length of time the ad- 
vantages of having it in bottles are obvious. 

All the machinery has been 
Messrs. Enock and Co., Ltd., London, who 
had a model daify of this type at Wembley. 
It is worked by a Crossley 30 h.p. oil engine, 
which will also be used to generate electric 


power for operating the milking machine.

It has been stated at several meetings of 
farmers, and is also alleged by a correspon- 
dent, that, while farmers in England have 
been pressed by barley buyers to thresh out 
their barley as fast as possible, there is no 
market for malting barley in Ireland. He 
points out that barley is a perishable crop, 
and that 90 per cent. of barley-growers have 
no means of storing or holding over the 
grain. - = 

‘** Failing a market,” writes our correspon- 
dent, ‘‘they must leave the barley in hand- 
stacks in the field or in ricks in the haggard ; 
in both of which cases in wet weather the 
grain is certain to be damaged, ‘They can- 
not thresh out and keep the grain in sacks, 
as to store freshly-threshed grain in sacks 
would be to court disaster.’’ 

Having stated that the quality of Irish 
barley this year is equal to anything grown 
in England, and pointed out that ‘‘no sys- 
tem can condition barley like the hand- 
stack’’ adopted in Ireland, it is remarked— 

“ Barley in England and Scotland is worth 
no more than in Ireland. Its condition is as 
bad or worse owing to the wet year. ‘The 
distillers and brewers in England and Scot- 
land sell their drinks considerably cheaper 
than similar drinks are sold in Ireland. ‘The 
Irish farmer is entitled to the value of his 
produce, the same as similar industries in 
England and Scotland are able to pay the 
farmer there.” 

In view of the foregoing the following ex- 
tract from the English official report for last 
week is of interest :— 

“ Malting barley is more plentiful, and 
even finest samples are more difficult to dis- 
pose of, while generally prices are distinctly 
easier, averaging 16s. 9d. per cwt. against 
17s. 7d. last week ; feeding samples, however, 
although hardly so active a trade as recently, 
show no quotable alteration.”’ 

The chief cause for complaint appears to 
be that ‘cross-Channel buyers confine their 
inquiries to Great Britain when supplies are 
short, while, at the same time, growers in 
Ireland are in a position to cater for their 
wants. Competition between buyers would, 


it is believed, have the effect of improving.

LIFTING AND STORING 
MANGELS, 


core oe ——— 


Many farmers will now be lifting their 
mangels, and a few remarks on this may be 
helpiul to them. The crop is fit to lift when all 
the leaves, except the few small central ones, 
are yellowing and dying, and can easily be 
twisted off. Be careful not to lift too soon, 
or the feeding value of the crop will be im- 
paired and the roots will keep badly. All 
farmers know how susceptible the crop is to 
frost. A moderate frost is not likely to 
damage growing mangels much; but do not 
lift the crop whilst the frost is in it. If it 
has been lifted and is awaiting proper 
storage, lump the roots together in small 
heaps, and cover them over to protect from 
frost. If the frost still gets at the roots, 
leave them alone until the frost is well out 
of them. In clamping. put six inches of 
compact straw on your mangels the same 
day that the clamp is formed. Do not earth 
up for a week or ten days, and then do not 
cover in the crest of the clamp for another 
seven to ten days. When you do cover in 
leave just underneath the crest a ventilation 
channel of straw or drain pipes, open at both 

s of the clamp. 

Mangels properly stored will keep safely 
until the following August. Their qualit 
improves by keeping ‘the store intact till 
Christmas. If, however, you use the roots 
during the autumn, carefully regulate the 

uantity fed, or otherwise: the new roots will 
give the cattle a tendency to “ scour '' badly.

PHOSPHATES FOR PASTURES. 


-“ 


It is no exaggeration to say that thousands 
of acres of pasture are actually starving for 
phosphates (superphosphate or slag) and 
would carry three times the number of ani- 
mals if such manures were applied. 

The improvement in the appearance of a 
poor permanent pasture, which usually fol- 
lows a dressing of 8 or 10 cwt. slag per acre, 
is astonishing, as can be vouched for by 
almost every progressive farmer in the 
county. The most noticeable effect in the 
herbage, however, is to encourage white 
clover and to cause the coarser grasses to 
graze very much better. In fact the spread- 
ing of the white clover among the grasses in 
the pasture means that cattle are tempted to 
eat much of the inferior herbage. 

On soils rich in lime 6 to 8. cwt. super- 
phosphate per Irish acre will give good re- 
sults, and where a compost of lime and earth 
can be applied the improvement in the 
pasture is almost certain. | 

On rough pastures and light soils generally 
5 cwt. of kainit should be added to the dress- 
ing of phosphatic manure. 

Vet soils are generally sour and un- 
favourable to the development of the best 
pasture plants. Obviously, the first thing to 
do is to drain such soils. After that a dress- 
ing of 15 cwt. of ground lime, or 3 tons burnt 
lime, per acre should be applied to nentralise 
the acidity and generally to sweeten the soil. 
In subsequent years as the herbage becomes 
less attractive to stock a dressing of basic

THINGS THAT MATTER. 


—-- 


Steps have been taken to establish a pork 
market in Bailieborough, Co. Cavan. 

East Cork farmers and others interested are 
calling on the Government to impose a tax 
on imported malt and _ barley. 

It has been decided by the local branch of 
the Irish Farmers’ Union to establish a dead 
pork market in Granard. | 

Farmers who experience difficulty in getting 
an adequate water supply should obtain a 
copy of Booklet No. 7, Estate Water Supply, 
from Messrs. John Blake, Ltd., Accrington, 
Lancashire. From this publication it will be 
seen that a copious supply of water where 
wanted can be secured at little cost by means 
of hydraulic rams. 

Mr. J. McS. McCulloch, Gerardstown, 
Donabate, has bene appointed a Peace Com- 
missioner for Co. Dublin. Mr. McCulloch isa 
most successful farmer, and owns a valuable 
flock of Suffolk sheep. 

Mr. M. F. O’Hanlon, General Secretary of 
the Irish Farmers’ Union, has been visiting 
England. with a view to finding what are 
the prospects of establishing beet sugar fac- 
tories in Ireland. 

Professor J. P. Drew, of University College, 
Dublin, is drawing up a report for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on Captain Owens pro- 
cess for drying crops artificially. 

As compared with this time last year, the 
number of live stock exported from Ireland to 
Great Britain shows a marked increase. 

The Earl of Bessborough’s dairy bull, Bess 
borough Polonius, added another first prize 
to his record at the recent Dairy Show in 
London. 

For butter exhibits, prizes at the recent 
Islington Dairy Show went to the following 
co-operative dairies:—Dromkeen, Kilkenny, 
Moneymore, Shanagolden, and Ardagh. 

Members of the Mid-Ulster Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Association object to the decision 
of the Royal Ulster Agricultural Society with 
regard to the stalling of bulls at Balmoral in 
catalogue order. 

In the opinion of members of the Irish 
Farmers’ Union much could be done to re- 
lieve rural taxpayers by imposing a tax on 
petrol instead of horse-power. By doing this 
a tax is put on the user of the road. 

The Clare County Committee of Agriculture 
suggest that steps be taken to grade up the 
quality of the wool in that county by the 
introduction of such breeds of rams or sheep 
as produce wool commanding the highest 
price. They mention specially Oxford Downs, 
Shropshire Downs, Wensleydale Long Wools, 
and also that experiments be made in Merino 
sheep and Angora goats. In addition they 
suggest the advisability of establishing a sys- 
tem of hiring out high-class pedigree rams. 

The Ulster Farmers’ Union has protested 
against the restrictions against the importa- 
tion of pedigree stock from Scotland, even 
from non-infected areas. The opinion was ex- 
pressed that the failure of stock breeders to 
secure such animals was causing ‘serious in- 
jury to the flocks and herds of Northern Ire- 
and. 

As Northern Ireland is the largest flax-pro- 
ducing area in the British Isles it is felt that 
flax grown from the region should hold a 
place on the Committee of Inquiry into the 
Flax Industry appointed by the British Board 
of Trade. 

Sligo Committee of Agriculture, by re- 
casting the conditions, will be able to con- 
tinue all its schemes for the coming season, 
although starting with £400 less in hands. 
For a special scheme of tree-planting £50 
has been allocated. 

If farmers are to make any headway in 


their business they must have better postal 


facilities. There is also need for cheaper 
telegrams. 

Out of an estimated income of £3,825 for 
the coming year the Mayo County Committee 
of Agriculture has allocated £3,713 for its 
agricultural schemes. Of this £623 will be 
offered in premiums for bulls, £312 in pre 
miums for boars, and £100 in nominations to 
mares, 

Ths wholesale price of milk has been fixed 
by the Limerick and Clare Dairying Associa 
tion at Ils. 8d. per gallon for November and 
March and 2s. for December, January and 
February. : 

In his report on the cottage prize scheme 
of the Antrim County Committee of Agricul 
ture the judge, Mr. R. W. Dickson, pays a 
high tribute to competitors. Amongst im- 
provements suggested to competitors were :— 
More attention to paintings, in and out; more 
attention to walks, fences and gates; more 
attention to preservation of manure; greater 
variation in vegetables; attention to spraying 
of potatoes; decrease in area under oats; 
more attention to breed and care of poultry ; 
re-stocking of bee-hives. 

Barley growers in lreland declare that the 
want of competition from English buyers is 
keeping down the price of malting barley in 
this country.

MARSH’S” LIBRARY. 


THE ANNUAL VISITATION. 
The two hundred and fourteenth 
Visitation of Marsh 's Library, Dublin, was 
held yesterday at ó o'clock p.m. The Gover- 
hors present were the Archbishop of Dublin, 
the Provost of Trinity College, the Dean of 
St. Patrick's. The Library-keeper, Rev. Dr. 
White, and the Assistant Librarian, N. B. 
Whife, Esq., M.A., were in attendance. 

After the transaction of the routine busi- 
ness of the Visitation the Library-keeper pre- 
sented his-report, in the course of which he 
stated that the value of the library has been 
recently exemplified in two departments of 
research :—Dean J. Armitage Robinson, late 
of Westminster, now of Wells. has been mak- 
ing researches into the ecclesiastical antiquities 
of Glastonbury; and for this purpose was 
trying to find a complete copy of a history of 
the English Benedictine Order, published at 
Rheims in 1625, by Edward Maihew, an 
English Benedictine monk (Uongregatronis 
Anglicanae Ordins 8. Benedicti Trophaea). 
He could not find a perfect copy of this 
book either in the British Museum or in the 
Bodleian Library, nor in the Library of 
Trinity College, Dublin. But Marsh's Lib- 
rary possesses the three volumes of this 
valuable work, in perfect. condition, and we 
were able to supply the Dean with all the in- 
formation he required. 

Marsh s Library possesses some rare speci- 
mens of early English music, in manuscript as 
well as in 0-7 books. About a month ago 
the Rev. E. H. Fellowes, Mus.Doc., Choir 
Master of St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, spent 
some days here in the investigation of music 
in manuscript, attributed to Orlando Gibbons, 
the three hundredth anniversary of whose 
death will be commemorated next year. Dr. 
Fellowes found here more than one composi- 
tion by Orlando Givbons, hitherto unknown. 
(ine of these, a beautifal galliard for six 
strings, he hopes, with the consent of the 
Governors of Marsh’s Library, to have per- 
formed at the Orlando Gibbons ‘lercentenary 
of 19235. . 

Mr. N. B. White, the Assistant Librarian, 
in the course of his work on the revision of 
the catalogue, nas identified the signatures of 
a considerable number of eminent persons in 
books which are now in this library; as for 
example, those of Nicholas Udall, author of 
the first English comedy, ‘‘ Ralph Roister 
Doister,”’ 1566; Doctor John Dee, the astro- 
loger, 1551; John Ponet, or Poynet, the first 
bishop corisecrated according to the reformed 
Anglican Ordinal; Sir Richard Fanshawe, 
translator of Horace, Vergil, and of the 
“ Lusiad ” of Camoens. This signature, 22 
Nov., 1648, is in a book given to him at St. 
Malo by Sir Peter Osborne, on the eve of his 
departure for Ireland.

TEN OUTBREAKS IN 
ENGLISH COUNTIES, 


The British Ministry of Agriculture issues 
the following :— 

Ten outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease 
have been confirmed in the Midlands during 
the past ten days—viz., seven in Derbyshire, 
owe in Leicestershire, and one in Stafford- 
shire. , 

From information received by the Ministry 
on the evening of the 27th October, it 
appeared clear that, in the majority of these 
cases, infection was contracted at Derby 
Market. Suspicion of infection rests u 
the markets held in that town on the 7th, 
10th, 14th, and 17th October, and information 
available to-day shows that an infected animal 
was exposed in Lichfield Market on the 27th 
October, 

With .a view to surrounding the area of 
probable ‘infection, restrictions ‘have . been 
imposed on the movement of animals over 
a large area, comprising the counties of 
Cheshire (except the rieral), Derby, Hunting- 
don, Isle of Ely, Leicester, Lincoln, (three 
divisions), Northampton, and -the Soke of 
Peterborough, Nottingham, Rutland, Stafford, 
Warwick and Worcester and parts’ of Lan- 
caster, and the West Riding of Yorkshire, 
covering about fifteen miles radius from Man- 
chester and Doncaster. 

In view, however, of the grave danger 
of a widespread infection through the move- 
ments of animals distributed from these mar- 
kets, stock-owners who purchased animals 
at any of the five markets named are re- 
quested to observe particularly the condition 
of the mouth and feet of such animals, and 
to report the least sign of disease to the 
police. 

Veterinary practitioners visiting animals in 
the ordinary course of their practices, are 
asked to be on the watch for any suspicious 
symptoms in animals coming under their 
observation, and to take all necessary pre- 
cautions by wavy of personal disinfection in 
view of the highly contagious nature of the 
disease. Only by the adoption of stringent 
precautionary measures in the early stages 
of the disease, can the danger of another 
disastrous outbreak be averted.

ITS RETROSPECTIVE EFFECT. 
(Bofore the Chief Justice, Mr. Justice O'Connor 
and Mr. Justice FitzGibbon.) 

In an appeal in the case of Stewart, a 
bankrupt, an important question was raised 
with respect to the repealing and retrospec- 
tive effect of the new Irish Land Act of 
19235, with regard to the amount of mort- 
gage charges allowed under the Land Act 
in the case of lands purchased and registered 
under the Land Acts, as set forth in Seétion 
54, Sub-Section 3 of the Land Act of 1903, 
limiting the charges to ten times the amount 
of the annuities payable to the Land Com- 
mission. The bankrupt, Moses Stewart, 
farmer, of Knowhead, Co. Donegal, it ap- 
peared, had three farms of land, one held 
under a fee-farm grant, and two others pur- 
chased out under the Land Acts, situated 
in Derryvan, Co. Donegal, and a mortgage 
charge of £400 was given on the latter to 
the former owners of the lands, Messrs. Wil- 
liam and Robert J. Allison. Ten times the 
annuities payable on the farms.amounted to 
£142 13s. 4d.; and the difference between 
that sum and the amount advanced was now 
claimed by the assignees in en 
The appeal brought by the essrs 
Allison was from an order made by Mr. 
Justice Murnaghan, declaring that they, pur- 
porting to sell the lands under power of 
sale as mortgagees, were only entitled to a 
valid charge on the lands for £142 13s. 4d., 
and directing that they should lodge with 
the official assignee the balance of £400, 
after deducting therefrom the amount ascer- 
tained by the Chief Clerk to be due to 

them in respect of their charge. 

The appellants now sought to have Mr. 
Justice Sarhewhea’é order reversed, and 
that they might be declared entitled to re- 
tain the whole of the proceeds of the sale 
of the lands in respect. of the .indebtedness 
of the bankrupt to them. Mr. Justice Mur- 
na@han also held that the appellants’ elaim 
uhder the Act of 1903 was unsustainable, 
and that the Land Act of 1923 was not 
retrospective in its effect with regard to the 
matter.

KING’S COUNTY MURDER 
CHARGE. 
(Before Mr. Jus‘ioce Sullivan.) 

Daniel Deavy pleaded not guilty to the 
wilful murder of John Condron (54) at Bally- 
duff, King’s County, on Sunday night, May 
Lith, last. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C, (instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), 
prosecuted. The prisoner was defended by 
Mr. W. H. Cox (instructed by Mr. J. V 
Brady). 

The case for the prosecution was that the 
two men, who were labourers in the employr 
ment of Bernard Caulfield, slept in an out 
house. They had been drinking together in 
a publichouse in Tullamore on the morning of 
the murder, and Deavy was seen to go to his 
room at 11 p.m. Next morning Condron was 
found lying on his a mass of wounds. He 
was ai to speak and died some hours 
later, When Deavy was arrested he told the 
police that Condron and another man came 
to his room and used opprobrious language, 
that he gave Condron a shove, and that he 
fell into the grate. The medical evidence 
showed that Condron had several cuts and 
wounds on the face and that the skull was 
fractured. Some of the wounds might have 
been caused by a hammer and others by 
sticks. 

No evidence was called for the defence, and 
Mr. Cox submitted that there was no evidence 
before the jury on which they could convict 
the prisoner. 

The jury returned a verdict of manslaughter, 
and the prisoner was put back.

of concentration is able to furnish them 
with some case for pessimism. 
order of things which, with all its faults, 
bred great traditions and fostered great 
achievement, has vanished. Old loyalties 
have been thrown into the lumber-room of 
politics. The cruelties and follies of civil 
conflict have impoverished the land, and 
the Free State is the most highly taxed 
country in Western Europe. North is

against which the forces of reason and 
good-will have hurled themselves in vain. 
There is, however, another side to the 
picture—less obvious, perhaps, to strangers 
than to people who spend their lives in 
the Free State and note the little daily 
details which indicate a slow, but steady, 
recovery from the shocks of revolution. 
The foundations of national stability have 
not been shattered. A new spirit of 
fellowship is growing among Irishmen of 
all classes. They have discovered a common 
interest in their country’s welfare—a 
common hope for its future, which is 
nerving them to be patient of temporary 
hardships and to face the heavy tasks of 
reconstruction. It is a wiser and more 
patriotic thing in these times to be thank- 
ful for what we have kept than to lament 
what we have lost; and it is mere honesty 
to admit the unexpected gains that have 
issued from our recent ordeal. For

instance, we may offer. night’s meeting 
of the College Histo Society as. a’ 
rebuke to pessimism. Trinity College has 
survived, and enjoys to-day, more fully 
than ever, the respect and friendship of 
the [Irish people Edmund Burke's 
Society, triumphant over a thousand 
vicissitudes, still moulds eager youth for 
the duties of native and imperial citizen- 
ship. At its opening meeting last night a 
distinguished member of the vanished 
order was in the chair; a Minister of the 
new Government and the leader of the 
Labour Party in our new Parliament were 
among the speakers. Surely, that plat- 
form held a promise of national unity 
which whispers that “ the best is ye; 
to be.” 

The Auditor, Mr. T. J. Johnston, ad- 
dressed the meeting on a subject which has 
been for generations a battle-cry of 
English and Irish politics. Now, however, 
the controversy between Free Trade and 
Protection has lost: the almost religious 
fanaticism which embittered it in former 
years. The Great War and its economic 
results have brought all the nations into 
sharp contact with the facts of life, as 
opposed to the theories of the schools. 
Everybody—or nearly everybody—recog- 
nises now that the merits of Free Trade 
and of Protection must be tested by simple 
standards of expediency. Protection may 
have been a country’s best policy twenty 
years ago, but Free Trade may be its best 
policy to-day. By ignoring the standards 
of expediency a year ago Mr. Baldwin 
invited political disaster. By acknow- 
ledging them to-day he is reviving the 
fortunes of the only party that can save 
Britain from the perils of Socialism. 
gather that Mr. Blythe is not, like Mr 
Baldwin, a Protectionist in principle who 
may become a Free Trader malgré lut: 
he agrees with us that the nation’s needs 
must dictate the nation’s fiscal policy. In 
present circumstances he preaches and 
practises the doctrine that the State ought 
to protect nascent and struggling indus- 
tries. We have no quarrel with this policy 
so long as it. avoids two dangers. One is 
the danger of increases in the cost of 
living. The other is the danger that the 
artificial protection of Irish industries, 
at the cost of British imports, may pro- 
voke retaliation by a British Government. 
That is a danger which must be averted 
at any cost to sentiments which, as senti- 
ments, are' both respectable and pious. 
We agree absolutely with Mr. Hirst that 
free exchange with Great Britain—and 
not only with Great Britain, but. with 
Northern Ireland—is vital to our young 
State’s existence. Any taxation whicb 
hampers trade with our best customer or 
discourages intercourse with Northern Ire- 
land must be thoroughly injurious to the 
Free States economic and political 
prospects. Mr. Blythe refused to face this 
paramount issue yesterday, although he 
had two opportunities—one in Trinity 
College and the other at the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce. 


The Live-Stock Bill. 


The Live-Stock Breeding Bill passed its 
second reading in Dail Hireann yesterday. 
The object of the Bill is to improve the 
quality of Irish live-stock and the yield in 
milk of Irish cows by ensuring that only 
bulls of a suitable type shall be used for 


breeding purposes. If the Bill becomes law, 


such bulls will be required to pass certain 
tests, and licences will be issued in suit- 
able cases by the Department of Agri- 
culture. Mr. P. J. Hogan, Minister for 
Lands and Agriculture, claimed in his 
speech that the principle of the Bill was 
approved by every association of farmers 
and breeders in the country; and his 
claim was endorsed by the support which 
the Bill received yesterday from members 
of the Farmers’ Party. The live-stock 
trade is the most valuable item in the 
production of the Free State. Every year 
stores and fat cattle are exported from 
this country to the value of about fifteen 
million pounds, while 200,000 cattle, of 
the value of some four million pounds, 
are utilised at home. Mr. Hogan believes 
thet in five or six years the value of the 
cattle can be improved by some three pounds 
per head—an aggregate gain of three million 
pounds a year. In regard to the export 
of outter, results not less important are 
expected from the Dill. At present the 
average yield of the one and a half million 
milch cows in the Free State is less than 
four hundred gallons per head. Mr. 
Hogan hopes to be able to increase it 
within a comparatively short time by two 
hundred gallons. This increase would 
result in a gain to the farmers of the 
Free State of about seven million pounds 
per. annwm—a figure which is approxi- 
mately equa] to the value of the total 
exports of butter for last year. Farmers 
in this country must meet serious com- 
petition from abroad, particularly from 
Denmark, Canada and Scotland. Their 
competitors are sparing no efforts to 
strengthen their position, and, unless 
there is a general improvement in the 
efficiency of Irish agriculture, we shall be 
worste1 in the contest. Voluntary schemes 
have been introduced by the Department 
of Agriculture and have received a con- 
siderable measure of support, but they are 
not sufficiently comprehensive to meet the 
necessities of the case. All the more en- 
lightened elements in the farming industry 
ar united in the belief that their interests 
must be protected from the effects of 
individual slackness. Mr. Hogan deserves 
the nation’s gratitude for his whole- 
hearted efforts to raise the standard of 
agriculture in Ireland. 


Spain and Morocco. 


The Spanish Dictator, the Marquis de 
Estella, has been appointed Commander- 
in-Chief of the Army in Morocco “ until 
the task begun shall be completed.”’ Since 
this resolution implies that the General 
will be absent from Spain for a prolonged 
period, it is expected that the Military 
Directory will delegate power to a civilian 
Government for the conduct of affairs at 
home. The Madrid Correspondent of The 
Times anticipates that elections will be 
avoided, so that the civil government will 
be, in effect, the creature of the Directory, 
and the revolution will be modified, but 
not revoked. On the success of the 
Directory’s “Moroccan policy rest its 
future fortunes. It is believed, says the 
Correspondent of The Times, that General 
Primo de Rivera favours withdrawal to 
the narrow strip of coastal territory which 
would suffice to secure Spanish interests 
in the Straits. The long, costly and 
disastrous. endeavour t6 assert Spanish 
sovereignty over bleak mountains and 
turbulent tribes has been actuated, not by

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material necessity, but by the hand of 
racia] hate. In the remote Spanish past 
Christians were bondslaves to the Moors. 
For centuries the struggle was waged, and 
when the invaders were expelled the 
quarrel had become, as it were, an instinct 
in. the blood. The ancient enmity towards 
the “Moriscos ” drove Spanish youths to 
their deaths in the African wilds, and has 
forbidden that retreat which is demanded 
by prudence and statesmanship. General 
Primo de Rivera has shown himself 
courageous; it will be seen whether he 
has the courage of discretion. 


Canada’s Pride. 

Most of the visitors who inspected the 
Canadian Pavilion at Wembley must have 
been astonished by the richly varied wealth 
of exhibits, particularly of manufactured 
goods of all kinds. These revealed the 
fact that the Western Dominion is now 
in the forefront of industrial progress. 
Canada is no longer a raw colony; she is 
a nation, with a nation’s versatility, 
energy and pride. Tuesday saw the in- 
auguration at Versailles of a Canadian 
Historical Society, which will be 
devoted to the investigation of the 
Canadian past. The King sent a message 
expressing deep interest in the under- 
taking and paying a compliment to “ those 
distinguished families of France, the deeds 
of whose ancestors will ever live in the 
tradition of the Dominion.’’ The Presi- 
dent of the French Republic sent a similar 
message, in which he declared that “ by 
studying in detail the part played by our 
two countries in the formation of your 
nation, and by thus binding the past with 
the present, your society will strengthen 
the ties which unite Canada and France.”’ 
The Canadian Prime Minister sent a 
‘message eloquent of his country’s pride in 
its origins: ‘‘ Growing in stature year by 
year. Canada is strengthened to meet the 
problems of her destiny by reliance upon 
the examples of valour and loyalty which 
have come to her alike from France anil 
from Britain.’’ It would be a happy 
outcome of the Canadian society's toils if 
the contemplation of the common achieve- 
ment of their children in the West should 
bind Britain and France in the closer 
friendship of a common pride. 


BOUNDARY PROBLEM. 


DR. PATTON AND AN IRISH 


SOLUTION. 


The Bishop of Killaloe, Dr. Henry E. 
Patton, presided at the annual Synod of the 
Diocese of Kilmadugh and Kaulfenora at 
Ballinasloe on Tuesday. 

In a reference to the Irish situation, the 
Bishop said that it was invested. with per- 
plexities. If they were dealing with an 
ordinary civil situation, it might well be that 
an action for damages for breach of contract 
might lie against the British Government. 
It had framed two contracts with two other 
Governments, and at this juncture men’s 
minds were sore beset in an effort to arrive 
at the truth. Lord Carson told us that at 
divers stages in his political career he had 
suffered from the duplicity of British Muinis- 
ters. On that point, if on nothing else, he 
was in complete accord with what Irish 
politicians had frequently said, and it was 
not surprising that a burning § suspicion 
lingered in the minds of men belonging to 
different parties that the Free State might 
at its inception have been deluded into accept- 
ing a promise which either meant more than 
3t said or said more than it meant. 

Under the circumstances, was it too much 


to hope that Irishmen in the North and South 


might solve the boundary problem among 
themselves. To anticinate that the findings of 
a Commission would settle the question was a 
vain hope, to appeal to England was im- 
possible. He said that as a Unionist who de. 
sires to help the new order. What, then, 
might be done? Surely, public opinion might 
be brought to bear on President Cosgrave and 
Sir James Craig. Being neither a prophet 
nor a politician, he could not assert that the 
forces of civil strife were likely to follow the 
findings of a Commission, but it was almost 
certain that a spirit of strife and bitterness 
will be engendered, as the result of any ver- 
dict which may be given. 

What Ireland needed above all else was 
peace and the avoidance of rancour and con- 
troversy. ! 

If Irishmen would only agree to meet to- 
gether, would only agree to look each man 
vot only “on his own things, but on the 
things of others.” a far more fruitful field 
for the solution of vexed questions would he 
found than in the findings of anv commission 
from without, for under such influences an 
impoverished and feverish patriotism would 
enrich itself with the fruits of brotherhood 
and love. 


To-morrow, continued the Bishop, I would. 


aladly sign with anv Irishman in the pro- 
motion of such a conference. But the Church 
of the minoritv of the Irish people, barely 
one-eighth of the whole. can never, unaided, 
settle these burning questions. and failure to 
settle the boundary nroblem can never fairly 
be laid at its door. For years past, as Irish- 
men of all creeds and classes freely acknow- 
jedge, we have stood aloof from the wild con- 
troversies which embittered the country, and, 
as far as lay in us, have contributed to the 
peace and prosperity of our land. We have 
often allowed burning questions to burn them- 
selves ont, while we have pursued the even 
tenor of our way.

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ENTF-USIASM IN THE RAIN.

The streets of London to-night were no 
place for even the most enthusiastic of 
politicians, though there were gatherings 
here and there of enthusiasts who stood 
for hours and gradually got soaked to the 
skin. The two preceding election nights 
were spoiled by the fog; to-night it was 
heavy and persistent rain. It commenced 
about a quarter to seven and pelted down 
for hours. The roadways soon me 
lakes of mud, while a rough wind blew 
the rain on the garments of those standing 
about, rendering umbrellas and waterproofs 
useless. About nine o'clock Trafalgar 
Square began to fill, and by the time when 
the first results were declared there must 
have been some thousands, mostly young 
men, assembled. Tremendous cheering and 
ringing of handbells greeted the announce- 
ment of the first Conservative victory in 
Manchester Exchange Division at 9.30, 
which was repeated as other Conservative 
gains followed in quick succession. ' - 


** What Lancashire Thinks To-day.’ 


If the earlier declarations of the evening 
are a real guide to the trend of public 
opinion, a Conservative victory to-morrow 
seems to be assured ; for the proportion of 
victories is greater than was expected hy 


the most optimistic. It is generally said 


that Lancashire leads the way and the 
country follows. If this proves correct 
this time, the outlook is more than promis- 
ing for the Conservatives. 


Britain's Verdict. 


It was evident at an eary hour this morn- 
ing that there was a great revival of 
interest in polling, and many of the poll- 
ing stations had queues in attendance 
before the doors opened at seven a’clock. 
Women were prominent voters from an 
early hour, and it was shown in many 
directions that the women’s vote would 
play an important part in the results to be 
announced to-night and to-morrow. Some 
of the constituencies reported a record 
number of votes for the first hour, and 
throughout the day the stream of electors 
seemed to be a steady one everywhere. A 
feature to-day was the presence of police 
inside many of the polling booths—usually 
they are on duty outside, but this year 
threats of disturbances have brought 
about a change. The whole body of police 
was on duty in London, all leave being 
suspended. All the indications in London 
and its suburbs to-day pointed to a record 
poll. Everybody emi to be voting and 
everybody seemed to be reminding every- 
body else of the duty of paying a visit to 
the polling station. Party colours were 
much more in evidence thar is usual, and 
altogether enthusiasm seemed to be much 
greater than for some time past. 


The Prime Minister. 


It is rumoured that the Prime Minister 
is not at all well, and that it will be 
necessary for him to take a rest after the 
excitement of to-day. It will be remem- 
bered that he was unwell during the days 
preceding the dissolution, his teeth having 
given him considerable trouble. Now it is 
said that he is so worried that he finds it 
almost impossible to concentrate on! any- 


thing and feels the course of events keenly. . 


Fature of the Government. 


Mr. Thomas, the Colonial Secretary, 
in declaring that the Government would 
not resign as a result of the election, has 
some precedents to support him. In 1892 
Lord Salisbury remained in office after 
being defeated in the country by a com- 
bination of Liberals and Irish Nation- 
alists, and carried on the Government 
from July until the following February. 
There were no autumn sessions in those 
days. Then there is the precedent of the 
last election. Mr. Baldwin was defeated 
in the country and returned to Parliamenr 
as a Government and presented a King’s 
Speech, but he had reason on his side; 
for he was still head of the largest party 
in the House. In the circumstances, 
therefore, it is to be expected that the 
Government will persevere with the line of 


action it has forecasted and will not go: 


until it is turned out. 
An Untrue Rumozar. 


It seems that there is no truth in the 
story that Lord Lascelles contemplates th. 
rebuilding of Portumna Castle, but it is 
quite possible that he may pay a visit to 
Ireland next spring, accompanied by Prin- 
cess Mary. Lord Lascelles is said to be 
considering the desirability of establishing 
a small stud farm, and the preliminary 
work in connection with this venture may 
be taken in hand before long. The 
Portumna property is extremely well 
placed for stud purposes, possessing an 
abundance of g grazing lands. It has 
not yet been settled whether thoroughbreds, 
hunters or hacks will be raised, but as 
both Lord Lascelles and the Princess are 
greatly interested in racing, it is possible 
that the stud may be devoted to blood- 
stock. 


The Soccer International, 


‘‘Olympian,”’ writing in the Evening 
Standard to-day, says that Ireland's 
amateur eleven to op England on 
November 8th at Belfast contains but two 

layers domiciled outside the Green 
sle, and both these are from London 
Caledonians—A. M. Sloan and D. Addis. 
Both were formerly associated with 
Cliftonville, on whose ground the game 1s 
to be played. A. M. Sloan is one of the 
cleverest amateur forwards of the present 
day, and since he joined the “ Calies’’ in 
the 1921-22 season he has been one of the 
Isthmian Leaguers. Although he joined 
the Londoners as an outside-right, he soon 
became a centre-forward of distinction, and 
he got thirty goals in his first season. His 
parents are Scotch, which accounts for 
his association with the “Calies’’; but 
it is Ireland's great fortune that he was 
born on the other side of the Irish 
Channel. He first appeared for Ireland in 
the 1921-22 season, and has played against 
England in every match since.

Polling day in Tyrone and Fermanagh 
passed off quietly, and up to a late hour to- 
night no disturbing incident had been reported 
from any part of the constituency. 

On motor NA a push bicycles, motor 
cars, motor omnibuses, pony traps and donkey 
carts the Unionist voters came to the polling 
stations. It was a triumph of organisation for 
the Unionist Party and a fitting close to a 
fortnight’s vigorous electioneering activity.

e Republicans expressed themselves 
keenly disappointed at the attitude of the 
Nationalists, but declare that they have now 
formed the nucleus of what will in the very 
near future be a strong Republican organisa- 
tion in the two counties. There was little 
evidence of organisation, however, about their 
polling day arrangements which could com- 

re with the elaborate machinery which the 

nienists had built up in preparation for the 
last and most important day of the contest. 

A great many of the polling stations were 
without Republican personating agents, while 
there were no tally clerks anywhere. The 
Republican headquarters here complained to- 
night that they were unable to get the local 
magistrates at Fintona to sign declarations 
for Republicans who were assigned to act as 
personating agents in the district. 


“ SPECIALS’ ” PLACARD. 


In the rural districts there was little to in- 
dicate that an eventful election was in pro- 
ress. Until noon not a single Nationalist vote 
ad been recorded at any station in Fintona, 
Dromore, or Corlea, while in Omagh the 
same hour disclosed that not more than fifty 
votes had been registered for the Republican 
candidates. In the afternoon a large party of 
“ Specials " serving in Belfast arrived here 
| In motor omnibuses, and went immediately to 
the booths to record their votes. Across the 
front of each omnibus was a huge placard 
bearing the words, ‘‘ Off to the rder to 
vote. What about you?’ 

Of between fifteen hundred and two 
thousand Nationalist voters in Omagh alone, 
only about 250 went to the poll for the Re 
publican nominees. That is a pretty fair in- 
dication of the trend of the voting throughout 
the whole constituency, and no one here will 
be in the least surprised to find that the 
Unionists have topped the poll by a majority 
of anything between five and ten to one. 


A FLAG INCIDENT. 


The Hon. Albinia Brodrick, while travelling 
through the eonstituency in a motor car flying 
the Republican tri-colour, was stoped by the 
“ Specials’’ near Plumbridge. She was re- 
pa to remove the flag, but she refused to 

© so. After some time she was allowed to 
preceed, but near Newtownstewart she was, 
she alleged. again “held up” by ‘‘Specials,”’ 
who wrested the flag from her. 

After leaving Newtownstewart, she hoisted 
another Tricolour, and continued on her way. 
Asked her opinion as to the strength of the 
Republican poll in the constituency to-day, 
Miss Broderick replied—‘‘ I believe it is very 
small.’’ i 

“ QUITE SATISFIED.” 

The following was issued to-night at the 
Republican headquarters, Omagh :—‘ We are 
quite satisfied. To the future we look for- 
ward with the utmost confidence. The issue 
in the six counties has been brought to the 
national plan. To quote the message issued 
by Messrs. McCartan and Corrigan—‘ The 
fight is one of Republicanism versus Im- 
perialism.’ Every vote cast for us to-day 
was a genuine Republican vote, and was cast 
in spite of every form of opposition, open 
and imsidious, The handicaps under which 
we fought this election were many. We com- 
menced with an embryonic organisation. The 
time was too short to perfect it. Our op- 
ponents, the Unionists, and their armed sup- 
porters, the so-called Nationalists, and their 
clerical and lay supporters, supplied in- 
timidation and opposition which rendered the 
struggle still more difficult. 

“ Reports to hand from our agents through- 
out the constituency are better than we anti- 
cipated, despite the presence of Specials and

heir presence in large numbers was particu- 
larly noticeable in Republican districts.

RESIGNATION FROMTHE 
DAIL.

At the adjournment of the Dail last night, 
the Speaker announced that during the sitting 
he had received a letter of resignation from 
Mr. Joseph McGrath, creating a vacancy in 
the constituency of North Mayo. 

Mr. McGrath was Minister of Industry and 
Commerce up to the 11th March last, when 
he resigned his office and membership of the 
Executive Council on the ground of dis- 
approval of the handling of the ‘‘ Army crisis’’ 
by his colleagues. Subsequently he obtained 
the support of a few other members of the 
Dail and formed the small “' National ” group. 

In a statement issued to the Press last 
night, Mr. McGrath refers to meetings with 
President Cosgrave, arranged through the 
mediation of Mr. John Devoy and Judge 
Cohalan, and other meetings with members 
of the National group and representatives of 
the resigned officers. At these meetings ‘‘the 
question of unity was fully discussed, as also 
were the changes in policy and administration 
necessary to bring about such unity.” 

Mr. McGrath refers to one particular con- 
ference at which, he says, agreement was 
reached; following which there was an ex- 
change of letters, President Cosgrave’s urging 
that any division in the party must operate 
to the disadvantage of the country, and that 


the matters between them were differences. 


which should not be allowed in any way 
to cut across the big national interests, and 
Mr. McGrath’s agreeing to hold the confer- 
ence proposed by Président Cosgrave. 

“Before going to the conference,” Mr. 
McGrath states, ‘‘I wanted to be quite clear 
on one point, which I admit could not be dis- 
cussed at the conference, that of the re- 
instatement of officers of ability and good 
national record. The result of my interview 
with the President was of such a nature that 
I asked that the conference be called off.” 

Mr. McGrath adds that there was no ques- 
tion of Cabinet positions as a condition of 
unity. He refers to the formation of the 
National group, and says that since the deci- 
sion to form that group in the Dail ‘ we 
have come to the conclusion that there is no 
room in this small country of ours for three 
parties, all claiming to be National. . . Hence 
my decision to resign.” 

Mr. McGrath adds that he considers it the 
duty of the Government to introduce into 
the schools an Irish history “in which 


special attention will be given to, and stress | 


laid on, the reasons why the Treaty was 
accepted.”’ 

With regard to other members of the 
National group, he states that a definite 
decision has not yet been reached, “but, it 
is very probable that most of them will 
resign. 

The “ National group” is understood to 
include Messrs. Dan. McCarthy (South 
Dublin), who also resigned his minor office in 
the Government; Sean Milroy (Cavan), Sean 
McGarry (North Dublin), (Ava Grattan 
Esmond (Wexford), T. Carter (Sligo-Leitrim), 
Frank Cahill (North Dublin), H. Finlay (Ros- 
common), Sean Gibbons (Carlow-Kilkenny), 
and Alex. McCabe (Sligo-Leitrim).

NEW FRENCH'POLICY 


THE RECOGNITION OF 
THE BOLSHEVISTS. 


- 


The Timea, commenting in a leading article 
upon the recognition de jure of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics by the Government 
of France, observes:—There could be no 
clearer illustrat u of the new direction of 
French policy, to which : ttention has recently 
been called in these columns. It is un- 
necessary to assume, as some French papers 
have done, that M. Herriot took this step 
at this particular moment in order to unpreas 
the British electorate and to assist his friend, 
Mr. Macdonald. It is equally unnecessary 
to assume that the recognition of the Soviet 
Government by France is due to the pressure 
of an odd combination of Socialist and finan: 
cial interests. ‘The fact is that it has been 
one of the chief aims of M. Herriot for a long 
time past to reach an agreement with the Bol- 
shevists. The Bolshevist leaders know per- 
fectly well that their revolutionary régime in 
Russia is doomed, that t'at particular revolu- 
tion rill prove, as they say, but ‘‘ a storm 
in a teacup ” unless they can bring about 
that crash which they call “ the world revolu- 
tion.’’ They have worked and plotted for the 
downfall of the British Empire, which they 
regard as the chief obstacle to their mad 
purpose. This year, taking advantage of 
opportunities given by the British Labour 
Government, they have plotted and schemed 
with special and feverish energy against 
Great Britain. They have succeeded in 
bringing about a grave political crisis, but 
so far they have failed in their main purpose. 
It is to be feared that, having failed in 
England, they will now make the most of 
the new opening they have been given in 
France. 

The French Note recognising the Soviet 
Union de jure is more explicit in some of its 
reservations than was the British Note on 
the same subject, notab! in the matter of 
debts and claims. On one point, however, 
it 1s more precipitate. Ambassadors are to 
be appointed in Mosco- and Paris imme- 
diately, before the proposed negotiations on 
disputed questions begin. The negotiations, 
whenever they do begin, will drag on wearily, 
any will end, it can be confidently predicted, 
in failure. The Soviet Embassy in Paris will, 
in the meantime, inevitably become a centre 
of unhappy disturbance in French political 
life. We wish that our French friends might 
have been spared this trial; for our own 
country has this year proved by a painful 
— that the only sound and safe 
policy towards the Bolshevists is to leave 
them severely alone to face the consequences 
of their crimes. 


AMERICAN PETROL 
EXPERIMENTS.

PROFESSOR’S STATEMENT. 


A few months age the Standard Oil Com- 
any, in a specially-built jaboratory at Elisa- 
eth, New Jersey, began experimenting with 
a new petrol compound for use in internal 
combustion engines, which is said to develop 
great power, together with economy of con- 
sumption, states T Ae Times New York Corre- 
spondent in a message yesterday. The expert- 
ments were ended abruptly last week, when 
a number of workmen in the laboratory be- 
came violently insane from mysterious gas- 
poisoning. Three have since died, two more 
are critically ill, and eighteen others have 
been removed to hospitals for treatment. 

The incident has attracted attention 
throughout the country, becanse of a state- 
ment made by Professor Yandell Henderson, 
head of the Department of Applied Physiology 
at Yale University, thas the victims of the 
experiments were undoubtedly suffering from 
tetra-ethyl lead poisoning. Professor Hender- 
son declared that lead-treated petrol was being 
sold to the public in Now Jersey, Maryland, 
the Middle West, and elsewhere. He said 
that there was great danger of widespread 
poisoning not only among men at petrol-filling 
stations, garages and repair shops, but even 
among the general publig, and he urged the 
public health authorities to take action every- 
where to stop the sale of such petrol. 


NEW SUGAR BEET FACTORY 


A sugar beet factory is to be erected on 
the outskirts of Spalding, Lincolnshire, says 
the Westminater (Gazette, at a cost of 
£300,000. Lord Weir, President of the 
syndicate, favoured Spalding, on the ground 
that many potato growers in Fenland would 
turn to beet as an alternative crop.

Discussing the problem of taxation in 
his address to the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday, Mr. Ernest Blythe 
said that they found themselves faced with 
a situation in which their income from 
taxation did not cover the ordinary ex- 
penses of government.

A CITIZENS’ HALL. 


MR. LUPTON’S APPEAL. 


Dr. W. Lombard Murphy peers yestet 
day at a meeting of the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce, when an address was delivered by 
Mr. Ernest Blythe, Irish Free State Minister 
for Finance, on ‘‘ The Problem of Taxation.’’ 
Mr. E. Lupton, K.C., addressed the meeting 
on the proposal to build a Citizens’ Hall. 

Mr. Edmond Lupton, K.C., said that there 
was in Dublin at present. need for a social 
centre—a hall in which al. classes could meet 
and hear music and lectures on scientific or 
other subjects. There was no place where 
business meetings could be held. He under- 
stood that there was soon to be held in 
Dublin an international meeting of Rotary. 
He felt ashamed that there was no Citizens’ 


Hall suitable for the purpose. The Feis Cecitt=+ 


Committee had interested itself in this matter, 
because it was a musical society and had 
found difficulty in carrying on its competi- 
tions for the past few years. 

It had occurred to the Committee of the 
Feis Ceoil that now was an opportune time 
for the citizens of Dublin to unite in sub- 
scribing for the erection of such a hall. 
There was no city or town of any size across 
the Channel that had not such a hall.) .. 

It had been agreed that the project was a 
good one, but he was told that money was 
tight. People did not want to put money into 
anything that did not give a return. It should 
be remembered, however, that if they had 
people with plenty of money and no way of 
spending it, nothing but discontent could 
result. Already they had collected for this 
purpose a sum of £3,000. This would not go 
very far, and if every citizen would subscribe 
£1 there. would be no difficulty in carrying 
out the project, 


PROBLEMS OF TAXATION, 


a 
MR. BLYTHE’S - ADDRESS. 


Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, addressing 
the meeting, said that he wanted to talk 
about the problem of taxation and its difi- 
culties as they struck him. Taxation was not 
a matter purely of finance. It was a matter 
of finance and politics. In considering taxa- 
tion they had to remember that the typical 
Irish voter was the man who lived in two 
rooms in Capel street or on six aeres of had land 
in County Leitrim. No system of taxation 
could succeed unless it could be explained and 
justified to the typical voter. They had great 
difficulties here. : 

They found themselves faced with a situa- 
tion in which their income from taxation did 
not cover ordinary current expenses of 
government. It was quite roper that 
sums necessary to be ht for com- 
pensation for damage to property 
should be borrowed; that money required 
for capital expenditure and for abnormal 
military expenditure should be borrowed. 
But it was not right that money for expen- 
diture on ordinary normal government should 


be borrowed. If they once proceeded to do 


that for ordinary expenditure, then they. 


would have no check, They could not insist 
on economy if money came in easily by bor- 
rowing. 

When they had taken their bearings they 
found that there were only two things they 
could do. One was to reduce their expendi- 
ture, and the other was to increase taxation. 
There were people in favour of both of 
these courses. here were people who felt 
that the pinch would come from any reduced 
expenditure, and who would prefer increased 
taxation. The Government felt, however, 
that to increase taxation would have very 
serious results. Increased taxation would pro- 
duce the necessity for further increases. 
This would mean an increase in the cost of 
living. ‘that would mean that the bonus to 
civil servants would go on. Every 5 point 
increase in the cost of living cost £75,000. 
This increase would have been reflected in 
every department of national life. In many 
cases wages would have to go up, and in 
consequence the cost of materials would have 
to go up. They would have been embarking 
on a course of constantiy increasing taxation. 
They felt that the thing to do was to reduce 
expenditure as far as they could, and they 
took drastic steps to do so; but-they came 
to a point where they reached the limit of 
reduction. : 

AN *“ OBJECTIONABLE ” CLAUSE. 

The most objectionable clause in the Treaty 
was that dealing with compensation to civil 
servants and others. They had not a free 
hand, because of the rights given to public 
employés by that clause, and they had not a 
free hand in making reductions, If they 
removed ‘a man: from one post to another 
they could hardly do it without being held 
to prejudice his position. They were liable 


to allow the man_ going out on pension 


seventeen years of added service. 

The reductions already carried out were not 
of themselves sufficient to bring expenditure 
within the compass of their income. ey 
had gone pretty near it. ‘They could, by 
further detailed economies, bring their ex- 
penditure within their income, but he saw no 
possibility of bringing it down much further 
than that. 

There were always. new proposals for ex- 
pending money coming up, some of which 
no Minister would be entitled to resist. 
There had been an agitation for a compul- 
sory school attendance bill. In this country,

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where they had universal franchise, and with 
a democratic constitution, such a bill was a 
public necessity. It was an unsafe thing not 
to vahe it, It was also a productive expen- 
diture “that “alone ~would automatically 
bring about. an increase .of £200,000 to 
£250,000 a year. The additional children 
going to school would lead to an increase in 
capitatior grants, and so run up costs. 
There were always new items of expendi- 
ture like that going on—proper expendi- 
ture—which no finance department could 
resist, but which did not reduce the effect 
of the economies that could be effected in 
administration.

THE PROBLEM STATED. 

He would like to know what tax or par- 
(cular form of imposition shoud be sub- 
stituted, because that was the problem. In 
blinking that problem any discus- 
sions about taxation were futile. All

Mr. James Shanka, in sane a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Blythe for his most interesting 
and illuminating address, said that the 
Minister's visit to the Chamber was an 
earnest to secure co-operation between the 
Government and the section of the community 
that that Chamber represented. Mr. Blythe 
had certainly given them pretty stiff material 
on which to out their wisdom teeth. They 
would be quite ready to-help and to tender 
to the Government from time te time such 
advice as they were capable of giving. 

Mr. John Good, T.D., seconded. On behalf 
of the Chamber of Commerce and the com- 
mercial community generally, he expressed 
disappointment that the Minister could hold 
out no hope of a reduction of taxation in 
the future. He had told them that his policy 
was to make income meet expenditure, but 
he (Mr. Good) was not satisfied that it was 
not possible to reduce expenditure to a lower 
level. In 1923 the Army cost £10,664,000, 
one-third of their income. This year the 
cost had been cut down to. £4,000,000, but 
he thought it could be reduced still more. 

The motion having been adopted, Mr. 
Blythe briefly returned thanks. He said that 
they hoped to bring the expenditure on the 
Army down to two milhons.

THE INAUGURAL —.DDRESS. 

Mr. 1. J. Johnston, in his paper, stated 
that a country’s prosperity is calculated 
in terms of its foreign commerce. 
Unless the exports exceeded the imports 
national interests were in danger. The 
policy of Free Trade 
rather than positive, and, therefore, the usual 
inethod of proving its efficacy 1s that of. at- 
tempting to disprove the arguments of its 
opponents. 

One of the most popular arguments for 
Protection is the old mereantilist doctrine of 
the Balance of Trade. An excess of imports 
over exports is, according to this theory, 
highly undesirable. It shows not only that 
the importing country is in debt to the 
country from which it buys its goods, but 
that the home industries are in a decadent 
position. But there are other factors which 
encourage and pay for imports. The. yearly 
interest on capital invested abroad is one of 
the most important. The repayment of 
loans produces the same result. Services 
rendered to foreigners by traders, ships and 
seamen, are paid for in imports. Payments 
of tributes and reparations result in a great 
decrease of imports to the country which ex- 
acts them. If foreign trade is to take place 
the equation of national indebtedness must 
be satisfied, and if this does not happen the 
country which fails to satisfy the equation 
is in a state of insolvency. 

The most vital problem of the present time 

unemployment. It is in this matter that 
the opponents of Free Trade bring ‘forward 
their strongest arguments for Protection. By 
imposing a tariff on goods which can be pro- 
duced at home, industries will be founded or 
enlarged, and these will give employment to 
people who were previously unable to ob- 
tain it. Against this argument popular 
Free Trade sets off the increase of prices en- 
tailed by Protection. 

One of the fundamental propositions of the 
Free Trade theory is that industry is limited 
by capital. John Stuart Mill has demon- 
strated that tariffs imposed for the purpose 
of increasing employment only diverted capi- 
tal from one industry to another. If capital 
is not the sole limit to industry, and if effi- 
ciency of labour is to be taken into, account, 
the Protectionist argument is met by the fact 
that, as Free Trade is merely.an inter- 
national division of labour, it promotes effi- 
ciency by directing industry into the chan- 
nels which are best suited for it. 

That Protection does not increase employ- 
ment is generally admitted by representative 
Labour leaders to-day. The panacea for un- 
employment lies in the expansion of foreign 
markets; and this can best be effected by a 
‘estoration of European credit.’ The con- 
clusions of the Fiscal Commission of the 
Free State showed that Protection would be 
undesirable. The Protectionist school have 
in no way been able to overthrow the doctrine 
of Free Trade. 

IKELAND AND FREE TRADE. 

Mr. F. W. Hist, a former President of the 
Oxford Union, proposed that the thanks of 
the Society were due to the Auditor for his 
address. He said that when he learned that 
the Auditor was a theologian, deeply versed 
in all the metaphysical subtleties of the 
creeds, he himself, a ‘‘ parcus deorum cultor 
et infrequens ’’-—(laughter)—marvelled at his 
choice of a subject so mundane, so clogged 
with earth, so tar below the pure upper air 
of his daily aetherial speculations. (Laugh- 
ter.) He wondered that he had not chosen 
free-will instead of Free Trade, and drawn 
them through the wandering mazes of “‘ fixed 
fate, free-will, foreknowledge absolute,’ into 
some secure and unassailable position of sta- 
bility and tranquillity. (Applause.) But as 
he listened to the economist he felt that, for 
the first time, his mercly rational faith in 
the doctrines of Adam Smith and Cobden 
was being fortified by supernatural and scrip- 
tural history, and especially from the early 
ideals and dealings of the Chosen Race. 

Among the many things they had been 
taught from Ireland Free Trade was one: it 
was Sir Henry Parneil whose book on na- 
tional finance taught Free Trade to the 
Cabinet of Sir Robert Peel. It was the 
potato famine in Treland that gave the death 
blow to their Corn Laws. Peace, economy, 
Free Trade, all bound up together, were all 
necessary to a nation’s happiness—the politi- 
cal and economic Trinity. A tax might, and 
often did, kill ‘rade. 

He would ask them to begin by admitting 
thet the only persor in any country—be it 
England, Ireland, Australia, or the United 
Sitates—who could benefit by Protection was 
the manufacturer or producer of an article or 
product which was also imported. The object 
of a Protective auty was to raise prices and 
«aclude the competing foreign article. All the 
gteat Irish staple trades such as cattle- 
raising, butter and cheese, bacon, whiskey, 
stout, ete... could not be _ protected 
thev were exporting trades, 
and the imports were infinitesimal. 
But if they taxed imposts of wheat flour, 
¢lothing, boots, ploughs, tools, furniture, nails, 
etc.. they benefited a few at the expense of 
everybody. They raised the cost of living and 
production, reduced imports, and consequently 
reduced exports. Real wages fell, and even 
the workers in the protected trades, unless 
thev shared the profits. stood to suffer. In 
Britain all the big trade unions—railwaymen. 
dockers, shipbuilders. coalminers, iron and 
stee| workers, textile workers, etc.—recognised 
that employment and wages must suffer from 
tariff reform 

Southern Ireland might suffer, he thought, 
even more, because its population was only 
ahout one-twelfth of that of England. and its 
prosperity depended upon foreign trades—+.e.. 
upon bartering its surplus for the surplus of 
other countries. Irish exports from the Free 
State were £12 per inhabitant—say, £60 per 
family on an average—and much more if they 
deducted the non-productive population. . Free 
exchange with Britain—a free market in 
Liverpool, Manchester, Glasgow, Bristol, 
London—was the basis of their economic 
prosperity and very existence. Put an 
embargo on British imports and imagine re- 
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taliation—i.e., fair trade; it would mean ruin 
for half the population of Southern lieland. 

Protection meant less imports, less business, 
less comfort, discontent among all classes, 
strikes and international ill-will, Let peace- 
lovers, men of business, economists and 
Labour leaders combine to favour freedom and 
plenty against the gospel of artificial scarcity, 
restricted trade, oppressive taxes and high 
prices. (Applause.) 

OUTSTANDING FEATURES. 

Mr. William Jellett, K.C., seconded the 
proposal. He said that he understood that 
when Free Trade was adopted by Great 
Britain other countries would follow in her 
footsteps. They were disappointed, and now 
found themselves in the rather remarkable 
position that Great Britain was the one 
country of all those’ worth talking about 
where unemployment had arisen in a 

acute form. Accordingly, he 
asked why was there more unemployment 
in Great Britain than in any of the 
countries where the policy they condemned so 
vigorously had been adopted’ Why was 
there no unemployment in Germany, in 
France, in the United States or in Italy, 
countries, where a policy of Protection had 
been adopted in a most rigorous form’? If 
Free Trade was a panacea ior economic ills, 
why had it failed at home and why had 
Protection succeeded abroad’ There might 
be an answer, but if there was he did not 
know it. 

They in Ireland whether they liked it or 
not, were part of the British Empire, and 
he hoped they should always remain so— 
(hear, hear)—and what he would like to 
say a word about was Imperial Pre- 
ference, Mr. Hirst said that prosperity in 
Germany and the United States was the out- 
come of ‘the union between separate States, 
each with their own fiscal policy. Why was 
the same policy, and the prosperity they were 
told it brought, denied to the British Ebpire? 
If -Protection had meant so much tor 
Germany and the United States why should 
they not try to bring about she same result 
for their own country’ (Hear, hear.) 

In conclusion, Mr. Jellett said:—If ever 
there was a time in our history when action 
was necessary, if we are to preserve ourselves, 
that time has come now, and I respectfully 
say that the proper policy for us to 
pursue and to advocate on every possible 
occasion is the policy which would ultimately 
produce ‘the same state of affairs that exists 
now in Germany and the United States. The 
solution of -this question is vital for us in 
Ireland.” We have our future in our own 
hands. © That future is bound up with the 
future of the British Empire, and, so far as I 
am , 1. look forward with hope—l 
wish I could say with confidence—to a loyal 
Ireland and a consolidated Empire. (Ap-

prosperity of the country. Jt was not right to 
talk about the prosperity of a country whose 
population was fleeing. Things had been 
wrong in this country, and they had to right 
them. Were they going to right them by 
leaving them as they are? 

He did not impugn the general doctrine of 
Free Trade; they could not take things as 
they stand, ignoring what happened be- 
fore. Protection was done at the cost 
of somebody; but, on the other hand, 
they could look at the protection of a nascent 
or infant industry as an investment of the 
people. Industries could be fostered in that 
way, and they did need industries fostered in 
this country. He would not be content to 
have this country a prosperous agricultural 
country only: he wanted to see greater 
variety of industrial life, but he would not 
be in favour of pretecting an industry which 
would not be an advantage to the country. 

There was a lamentable lack of ‘enterprise 
in this country, and a lamentable lack of con- 
fidence in Irish enterprises. They saw that 
in all sorts of ways. It was irrational, but 
they could not ignore it, He thought that 
that lack of enterprise might be overcome, 
in suitable cases, by offering special rewards 
to enterprises in the shape of protective 
tarifis. (Hear, hear.) 

He was very pleased with the political 
position that the Irish Free State holds. 
He believed that they had every freedom and 
pores that was necessary to any nation, but 
e did not go so far as Mr. Jellett in saying 
that he hoped that there would he a con- 
solidation of the British Empire on the lines 
of the consolidation of Germany or the 
United States. He did not wish this nation 
to be a province in a backwash:. There was 
a national feeling in this country which would 
stand against that, and any party in this 
country, that went for that would go down. 
(Rear hear.) They desired here the de- 
velopment of a cultural life, a development 
of the arts, of literature, of thought, and of 
richness of life generally of the community. 

Speaking of the need of capital for in- 
custries, Mr. Blythe said that capital could 
be got for any kind of industry. The sending 
of their capital abroad which might be used 
here was not a state of affairs that it was 
desirable to continue. 

He hoped that those who were responsible 
for the fiscal policy here would observe due 
caution. — It did not follow; that a policy 
which was suitable in certain circumstances 
would be entirely desirable in our own cir- 
cumstances. “We must consider our own 
problems,” concluded Mr. Blythe. “We 
must till our own garden; it is in a bad 
enough condition,”’ 

‘Mr. Thomas Johnson, who seconded the 
motion, said that it was quite useless to “is- 
cuss the problem unless they were agreed 
on the end that they were seeking.’ The

fiscal matters, to a policy which would give 
the greatest amount of production and would 
effect a more effitient and a more just 
method of distribution.

ASTONISHED AT THE CHANGE. 

The President, in bri ging the meeting to 
a close, expressed regret that owing to an 


accident. he could not b- present at open- 


ing o last year’s session. He was astonished 
at the change that had taken place since 
then. The old judicial system, in which he 


had to some extent flourished— (laughter)— 
had come to an end, and now he found him- 
self like a kind of disembodied spirit, re- 
visiting the world in which he had worked, 
~ had just returned from a country which 
wa- disturbed to a land which was extra- 
ordinary for its peace and quiet, though, of 
course, peace and quiet was @ relative term. 
(Laughter.) Astonishing changes had come 
about in a very short time, and ke wondered 
what his predecessors would think of it all, 
could they come back and look around them. 

He was, not there to say that they who 
belonged Yo the old régime were better than 
those of the new. On the contrary, he hoped 
that those who controlled the new order of 
things would prove themselves far better 
than they of the old régime ever were, In 
the old days they cherished traditions of 
even-handed justice, of courage, and of fair 
play between rich and poor, and he hoped 
those giorious traditions which they 
cherished in. their time would be followed | 
by those who had succeeded them. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

They who were setting stars vished well 
to the rising stars, and they hoped that the 
changes that had taken place would lead to 
the prosperity of Ireland and the happiness 
of all Irishmen, (Applause. ) 

Having paid a tribute to the evening's 
“very distinguished platform,’’ he went on 
to say that he was not satisfied with the 
auditor’s argument in favour of Free Trade. 
Why was the United States raising up fiscal 
barriers. and why was it that while there 
were . 5,000,000 unemployed before they raised 
tariffs in the United States there was no un- 
employment now? There was unemploy- 
ment. in Great Britain and Ireland, because 
there was not work enough to go round, and 
the day was coming when they would have 
to develop their country as part of the Em- 
pire. ‘‘ And, in doing that,” concluded the 
chairman, “do not think it will interfere 
in any way with your feelings of nationality. 
with your noble ideals, «r with your national 
asnirations. "' 

The meeting then concluded.
